home decorating 


When the honeymoon is over, 
* the ‘bride will embark on, a once- 
in-a-lifetime experience — furnish- 
ing her first home. F 
Twenty-five years ago , her 
mother was tackling the same 
problem. But in those days the 
matter was simple. She chose 
some good solid piecés’ of furni- 
ture in colors which “wouldn't 
show the dirt” and painted her 
' walls in the usual beige which 
would “go with everything’. 
Today, the modern emphasis on 
color has made home decorating 
much more exciting—but far more 
difficult for the ‘inexperienced 
, bride. 


Pian color scheme 


. Home. decorators today don’t 
start with furniture arrangements. 
They first of all .plan a color 
scheme, then choose furniture to 
fit the over-all theme. A good safe 
plan for the bride is ‘to choose ‘a 
piece of fabric which has -colors 
she likes—a printed drapery, for 

_ instance. Then she will have in 
this one piece of cloth an inspira- 
tion on which to build a co-ordi- 
nated scheme for everything in 
the room. 

It’s best to plan the wall color 
first. This large area complements 
your furnishings, dictates all other 
color notes, and draws any room 
together into the harmony neces- 
sary for pleasant living. 

With so many beautiful colors 
available in modern wall paints, 
the choice is infinite. Blue and 
green give a feeling of space and 
are cool colors for a sunny room. 
Warm beige and brown might be 
better for a north room and they 
make a pleasant background for 
either modern or traditional furni- 
ture. Grey: is flattering to fine 

. furniture and: pictures. Bright, 
rich colors silhouette light woods, 
but be careful to use small. de- 
signs in ‘drapes and. upholstery 
fabrics ageinst a vivid wal. 

After walls, floors are the next 
most important color area. A ‘rug 
should take its key from the walls. 
A lighter or darker tone of the 
wall color helps tie the whole 
room together. Ceilings should be 
off-white. -The best plan is to mix 
white with a dash of the wall col- 
or or any other color in the room. 


Deeper shadés . 
Then. colors for larger pieces 
furniture. Deeper shades found in 
‘the drapery fabric can be effective 
for upholstery or slipcover fabrics 
on sofas and upholstered chairs. 
Finally, the white and strong col- 
ors in the drapery will. provide 


Watering 

A lot of mistakes in watering 
are made by those unfamiliar,with 
the likes and dislikes of grass and 
‘other ‘plants. One thorough soak- 
ing of the lawn or garden that 
will .take: the moisture down a 
couple of inches is worth a dozen 
sprinklings and it will last for 
some time. Sprinkling never ‘gets 
_ the moisture down more than a 
fraction of an inch and the roots 
_ must come up to the surface to 
get it, thus exposing themselves 
more. and more to drying and kill- 
ing by heat and sun.

Site of Indian 
village at 
time of Christ 


VANCOUVER. — Marpole, ad- 
joining Vancouver to the south, 
was the site of a flourishing In- 
dian village at the time of Christ, 
Dr. Charles E. Barden, archaeolo- 
gist, told Canadian Press. 

The University of British Colum- 
bia professor said that a charcoal 
sample from a test pit there last 
summer has‘ been found to be 
1,950 years old. 

Pleased with his “important dis- 
covery,” he is pushing on with his 
excavations, especially on a spot 
where a construction of a new 
hotel is imminent. He lacks funds 
‘but a number of volunteers are 
aiding him. 

Apart from a young Musqueam 
Indian named Andrew Charles and 
Sally Green, a pretty university 
student, Dr. Borden is working 
with a troup of untrained volun- 
teers. 

So far his work has unearthed 
1,600 artifacts—scientific name for 
what people leave behind them 
where they live. ,

Bears take 
things easy 
during winter 

The Kadiak bear, native of the 
North American continent, finds 
no trouble in getting all the food 
he’ wants during the berry séason 
and during the run of the various 
kinds of salmon, which lasts from 
June till October. At this period 
he fattens up, and upon this’ fat 
he lives through his long winter 
sleep. ; , 

When he wakes in the spring he 
is very weak and hardly able to 
Move, 8o his first aim is to recov- 
er the use of his legs. This he 
does by taking short walks when| 
the weather is pleasant, returning 
to his den every night.

It is 
your life you -wish to save, not 
‘the boat, and that last minute 
grab for the life preserver when 
the boat is going under could very 
well be the anchor. Wear the life 
preserver the way it was intended 
to..be worn. * 

On the other hand, a life pre- 
server, or any object, in the bot- 
tom of a boat is a hazard and 
the careless person stepping into 
a boat may wind up with a sprain- 
ed ankle if not an upset in the 
water. Keep articles under the 
deck of the boat or in a box or 
container under the seat where 
they will not cause injury to your- 
self or your passengers. 

It is human nature to overlook 
small details where safety is con- 
cerned, But, when such an over- 
sight can mean the difference be- 
tween this life and the next, the 
‘price is far too great, Stow your 
gear in its proper place!

Heavy rainfall 
recalls study 
made years ago 


As Western Canada looks baca 
upon one of the wettest springs in 
recent years which has followed 
three successive years of low pro- 
tein wheat, the question of the ef- 
fect of rainfall upon protein con- 
tent brings to mind an interesting 
study made several years ago. 

The study sought to determine 
the average effect of rainfall upon 
the protein .content of wheat 
grown at several stations in south- 
western Saskatchewan. Careful 
records were kept for five-day in- 
tervals, from April 1st to August 
3rd, for a .14-year period, 1927- 
1940, and these figures were used 
to determine thé average unit de- 
crease in protein content per unit 
increase in rainfall. 

It was found that slightly more 
than one-third of the residual var= 
ianhce of protein content could be 


attributed to variations in rainfall. ~ 
how- . 


Particularly interesting, 
ever, was the finding that, whilst 
above average rainfall during the 
growing season generally tends to 
reduce protein content, additional 
rainfall occurring in April, the 
first half of May, or. the last half 
of July, has an appreciably greater 
effect upon protein content than 
rain falling dt other times during 


the growing season. The times - 


mentioned are periods, when the 
rainfall. is normally the lowest. 

Although it is, of course, not 
possible early in the season td 
predict what, the protein content 
of the growing crop will be in 
1955, authorities suggest that we 
shall need a much drier than aver- 
age summer from now on if we 
are to produce a wheat crop of 
average or better than average 
protein content. .

Not long ago the president of the Winnipeg. Grain Ex- 
change sent a questionnaire to the grain merchants in the 
United Kingdom in what he described as an effort to de- 
termine their opinion of Canada’s grain marketing policies. 
This obviously was an attempt to enlist the support of -the 
British grain trade in discrediting the work of the Canadian 
Wheat Board and the Western Wheat Pools, which for years 
have been making every effort to maintain favorable prices 
for Canadian farmers. 


The Canadian government realizes. that the dollars re- 
ceived for grain crops are a major factor in supporting 
labor, lumber, steel, transportation, insurance, and all other 
activities which go to make up the economy of Canada. 


Canadian grain fatmers have accepted moderate prices 
when farmers in most countries of ihe world have received 
much higher prices guaranteed by their governments. With . 
this fact in mind, Canada’s national government has’ Ac- 
cepted responsibility for ensuring that the marketing of 
Canadian grain shall ‘remain in the hands of agencies which 
are interested in seeing that farmers receive fair prices for 
their grain. The Canadian government knows - and every 
farmers knows - that in times of large production and sur- 
pluses, prices might easily be forced }to ruinously low levels 
if the selling of the grain was done by agencies interested 
only in the commission per bushel, and not in the price the 
farmer gets for growing it. 


Labor, manufacturing, construction, transportation, and 
every other industry in Canada which is interested in grain 
dollars, must make it their business to see that the market- 
ing of Canadian grain is continued by the Canadian Wheat 
Board, so that a faif amount of dollars may be available 
to work their way up through the whole fabric of Canadian 
business. Canada cannot afford an enormous group of bank- 
rupt grain farmers - which would surely happen if wheat, 
the. West’s most valuable product was taken out of the 
hands of the Canadian Wheat Board and dumped overboard 
for whatever it might bring. °

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Commercial TV for Britain 
commencing in September 


On September 22 the first independent commercial tele- 
vision station in Britain will start transmitting its programs. 
It is being built in Croydon, a suburb of London, and will 
serve an area in which about 10 million people live. By 


March, 1956, 


two other commercial stations will open, in 


the Midlands and in Lancashire. 


These three stations will bring 
almost 60 percent of the total 
population of the United Kingdom 
within reach. After that, stations 
will be opened at the rate of about 
one a year. Virtually all the peo- 
ple in Britain can be reached by 
14 or 15 stations. 


Independent TV authority 


Responsible for. Britain’s new 
television service is the Independ- 
ent Television Authority, or ITA, 
set up in August, 1954, by an Act 
of. Parliament, which has a statu- 
tory life of 10 years. Under this 
Act. ITA: will not have to produce 
programs. Its main functions are 
to own and operate transmitting 
stations. The programs will be 
supplied by privately financed com- 
panies known as “program con- 
tractors”, which will work under 
long. contracts with ITA. * 

These private companies have to 
equip themselves with all the fa- 
cilities they need: to. put on their 
own shows, but ITA will keep a 
careful watch over the programs 
it transmits and will make sure 
that they maintain a proper bal- 
ance and preserve. good taste. ITA 
will require the companies to pro- 
vide varied entertainment, and 
will make sure they do not spe- 
cialize in any one type of program. 

News programs will be dealt 
with by a private specialist or- 
ganization, the Independent Tele- 
vision News Ltd. This .organiza- 
tion will supply: news broadcasts 
to the private companies, all of 
which are represented on . the 
Board of the news company. ITA 
must see to it that all news and 
‘. political matters broadcast are ac- 
_curate and impartial. : 

Only: in exceptional 
stances will ITA’ put on its own 
programs, if it is necessary in or- 
der to secure a proper balance in 
the programs, or if there happens 
to be a temporary absence of. pri- 
vate companies able to provide 
material. ;

No ‘sponsored’ programs 

The private program companies 
will get their money from the sale 
of advertising time in the pro- 
grams they provide. But advertis- 
ers will not be allowed to “spon- 
sor’ programs. Once - programs 
have been worked out and created 


‘by the companies, they will be of-|- 


fered to advertisers. The complete 
program will resemble the con- 
tents of a newspaper or magazine; 
there will be editorial contents and 
advertisements, and advertising 
time will be purchased. 

ITA controls the amount of time 
given to advertising. “Spot” ad- 
vertising time must not exceed an 
average of six minutes in the hour, 
although advertising features such 
as a “shopping guide” are not sub- 
ject to this limit. Advertisements 
may be inserted only at. the be- 
ginning or end of programs, or in 
natural breaks, but not specially 
manufactured breaks. | Further- 
more, there must not be more than 
six periods of advertising in any 
one hour. No advertising material, 
is allowed to be inserted into pro- 
grams dealing. with religion, pee 
alty or national ceremonies.

IN ALBERTA 


Sheltered eastern slopes 
prove best orchard 


One usually thinks of vineyards and fruit trees flourish- 
ing on a sunny southern slope rather than an eastern slope. 
Such ig not the case in Alberta. The eastern slope sheltered 
on three sides is the best orchard location for the foothills 


province. 

Mr. John Jensen’s small, well 
cared for farm at Wayne, Alberta, 
is good evidence-of this. Mr. Jen- 
sen’s orchard of about 20 trees is 
located on an eastern slope which 
is sheltered on the south, north 
and west. 


His fruit trees are protected 
from the early spring sun which 
encourages blooming before the 
late spring frost. If the blooms are 
caught in the late frost there will 
be no fruit. Too, the strong south- 
ern sun will take its toll of trees 
through sun scald—the south side 
of the trees get warm, expand and 
then freeze—the bark cracks and 
the tree dies. 


Peter D. McCalla, Alberta’s su- 
pervisor of Horticulture, .reports 
severe killing last winter among 
the plum and cherry trees. Apri- 
cot, cherry and pear trees flower 
too early for the Alberta spring 
frost. Apple and crab trees on the 
other hand do quite well.in Al- 
berta if given the proper care and 
attention. 

There are in fact, 90 demon- 
stration orchards in Alberta, many 
of which are a great source of 
beauty and satisfaction to their 
hard working owners. The local 
D.A. keeps in contact with these 
orchards and can refer farm peo- 
ple to the orchards nearest to 
them. 


Winterkilling and late spring 


frosts have already been mention- 


ed as two of the enemies of a 
prairié orchard. Weeds and ro- 
dents are two’ very powerful bat- 
talions that will, if allowed, march 
regularly on a young ‘orchard. 

‘The only effective combatting 
force is work. Regular and. com- 
plete weeding is essential. If the 
snow is firmly packed around the 
base of the trees:by tramping the 
rodents will be ‘discouraged. Al- 
berta is, ‘however, very fortunate 
in that there is very little trouble 
with disease and insect, pests of 
the fruit trees. Some fire bligh¢ is 
reported this year around Craig- 
myle but it is not extensive. 

The families who have success- 
ful farm orchards are well repaid 
for their labors—picture 20 to 30 
fruit trees blooming on one of the 
slopes on an Alberta farm; or the 
jelly which can be put down this 
autumn from home grown fruit. 
Consult your Alberta Horticultur- 
al Guide for varieties best suited 
to Alberta. -

Freezing units 
boon to the 
home gardener 


How would you like garden fresh 
tiny beets as an extra vegetable 
for dinner tonight? Or perhaps 
you are having tender’ asparagus 
stalks if you are one of the lucky 
people .who had your own vege- 
table. garden last year. — 

Next to the advent of the vege- 
table garden itself, today’s freez- 
ing units are the greatest possible 
boon to the home gardener. How- 
ever, these tender, juicy vege- 
tables must be grown before we 
can freeze them. And further, 
before freezing we must be sure 
to plant vegetables- and varieties 
that freeze well.. (Write for the 
Bulletin, ‘Preserve by Freezing,” 
Alberta department of Agri- 
culture). 

The first step in producing 
abundant yields of good vege- 
tables for the table and for freez- 
ing is fertilizer. If barnyard: 
manure is being used as fertilizer 
be sure it is well rotted. If you plan 
to use & commercial fertilizer re- 
member the fertilizer’ must not 
come in contact with the seeds for 
it -will burn them. A check with 
Peter D. McCalla, Alberta's super- 
visor of Horticulture, revealed two 
methods to ensure the fertilizer’ 
does not burn your seeds. 

You can “plant” the fertilizer in 
a line.parallel to your seed row or 
you can “plant” it underneath the 
seeds. The second method involves 
digging a trench a couple of 
inches deeper than you would nor- 
mally plant your seeds, Now plant 
your fertilizer; cover this with 
earth to the depth at which your 
seeds go; finally, plant your seeds 
as you would normally do. 

A ‘home gardener in the Fort 
Saskatchewan area tells us he 
credits fertilizer with improving 
the keeping quality of his vege- 
tables. There is a question in the 
minds of scientists as to the re- 
lationship between fertillizers and 
the nutrient value of the produce. 
The question of increased. yield is 
settled. Fertilzers do increase the 
yield; perhaps they. increase food 
value too. .

Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd, minis- 
ter of Fuel and Power, outlin- 
ed Britain's plan for: nuclear 
energy in the House of Com- 
mons.on June 13: 

“This is an industry which will 
transform the world in due course 
more completely than its economic 
life was transformed by the de- 
velopment of the steam engine; 
Four main industrial groups have 
been formed. The engineers com- 
| pleted. their training. by the end 
of May and have gone back. to 
their organizations and are now 
forming their own technical de- 
sign staffs and their own staffs of 
nuclear engineers, 

“In the opinion of the Atomic 
Energy Authority. good progress 
has been made and these new.de- 
sign organizations have . started 
the work. They are beginning to 
produce new ideas of their own. 


There will be regular ‘meetings be-|- 


tween the Atomic Energy Author- 


ity and the groups. of engineers}: 


now working on their. own. The 
Authority will "be able to co-ordi- 
nate and criticize the work done 
by the new organizations.” 

The actual work of designing 
the power stations would take 
place. in the second. quarter of 
1956 and a start on physical work 
in the first part of 1957. “We are 
well on the way to a choice of 
sites for the first two atomic pow- 
er stations.” 


He said that six more atomic 
reactors, designed to produce fis- 
sile material for military purposes 
as well as electricity,-are to be 
built, “These reactors are addi- 
tional to those proposed in the 
£300 million program already an- 
nounced by the Government, This 
work is to go ahead and will pro- 
duce # useful.contribution to the 
electricity of the grid ‘in the life- 
time of the present parliament. — 

“Atomic energy. may act as a 
kind of equalizer between the na- 
tions—have and have-nots—with 
regard to fuel, because this is a 
source of fuel and power which is 
mobile and is not dependent upon 
geography or geology. It may be 
that great parts of the world like 
India, parts of Africa, and even 
perhaps the: Polar regions them- 
selyes may ‘gain special benefits 
through the development of atomic 
energy. ‘ 

“Nevertheless, because of the 
enormous ‘amount of capital nec- 
essary and the tremendous indus- 
trial and technical know-how vital 
for the installation of.these atomic 
power stations, the under-develop- 
ed nations will still depend: for as 
long ahead as we can see on the 
help. given’ by the highly indus- 
trialized and enue! nations like 
ourselves. 


atomic energy is a sphere in which 
‘not only with regard to ourselves, 
but with regard to the world at 
large, idealism and self-interest 
mingle in a peculiarly happy way.”
